S1r,—I have just seen last week’s Journal, and read Mr. W. Thomas’s 
letter in it. I have been a master miner more than 50 years, but never 
before met with any man that would have made such a statement. Mr. 
William Thomas was employed at Pentyrch Works from a child, until 
some two or three years ago, when Mr. Booker discharged him. A large 
quantity of the iron mine he talks of has been lying open in a limestone 
quarry on the side of the turnpike-road from Cardiff to Merthyr, just op- 
posite Pentyrch furnaces, before I remember, or any one else now living, 
and has been seen by thousands of people. Mr. Williams, the farmer, of 
Rhewbima, showed this mine on his farm to Mr. Thomas, when he was at 
Pentyrch with Messrs. Booker, but he only condemned it, and said it was 
good for nothing.

ARE SILVER MINES in CORNWALL a FAIR SPECULATION? 


Srr,—In last week’s Journal there is a letter on this subject, in which 
the writer (Mr. Nicholas Ennor) says that he is constantly beset, by men 
of all grades, with questions if silver mines in Cornwall are a profitable 
investment. And says further, that ore containing no lead below 60 ozs. 
of silver to the ton would not pay. This is the opinion of Mr, Ennor, and from the tenor 
of his remarks it seems that the gentleman is considered:as a kind of authority in such 
matters. Not having the pleasure of knowing him, I hope he will not think hard of 
me if I allow myself to differ considerably from his conclusion. 

I do not only believe, but I know, that a mine containing a fair amount of ore, with 
40 ozs. of silver in it and no lead, would be under ordinary circumstances a very safe in- 
vestment, and would pay in England, as well as in other places (where labour is in equal 
proportion), a handsome profit. 

I do not doubt that many mines, with even 60 ozs. of silver, would not pay when ma- 
naged by men without the proper knowledge and practical experience ; and if the silver 
mines in Cornwall have been managed the same way as the gold mines in Wales, then 
I do not doubt that the ore has to be very rich before it netts anything to the owners ; 
but I am sare it would nett something to those who work their tailings afterwards, and 
I should consider myself very fortunate to have a mine of stuff like the tailings in and 
around the Clogau Reduction Works. 

I am not acquainted with the Cornwall silver mining district, but if there are ores, as 
above stated, containing 40 ozs, of silver without lead, I should be willing to buy such 
mines, or the ore therefrom, under reasonable conditions, and I am sure I should not lose 
much by the investment, and be a benefit to the country, by creating more want of la- 
bour.— Office, International Exhibition, American Department.

WHEAL LUDCOTT. 


Sir,—In all the reports on this mine which have appeared in the Journal from time 
to time not one has mentioned a word about the silver discovered in the84. My friend, 
Captain Hodge, who was underground the same day I was, and whose report appeared 
in last week’s Journal, goes on to say that the winze sinking under the 70 is very rich 
for silver; and again, the lode in back of the 84 is also very rich for silver. Aithough 
this at first sight would appear as two distinct points, it is one and the same place—the 
bottom of the winze sinking below the 74, and the only place which is in operation on 
the silver lode where any silver of value can be seen. If I had not known Capt. Hodge 
I should have thought this was. put in to throw dust in the eyes of the public, rather 
than to enlighten them on the subject. When reports are put in public papers they at once 
become public property; and any man reading Captain Hodge’s report would at once 
conclude that a rich bunch of silver had been driven through in the 84, and was now to 
be seen in the back of that level. This, Sir, is not the case. They have driven in the 
84 on this great east.and west lode, which is full 18 feet wide, in three different direc- 
tions; and so far have failed to make a discovery of silver of any commercial value. 
And the only thing I could see in the 84, approaching to a discovery of silver, was a 
branch of the carbonate of iron, from 4 to 6 in. wide, on the footwall of the east and west 
lode, which contained some spots of silver. This iron was hard and very compact, 
therefore not much silver could be ex I should also state, that the silver-bearing 
part in the bottom of the winze was Much harder than it was a few feet up, and in my 
opinion less productive; for unless the iron is vaghy and hollow silver cannot exist to 
any very great extent. I perfectly agree that it has been a splendid discovery of silver, 
but, unfortunately, all these great discoveries have two ends and a bottom tothem. I 
hope they may succeed in getting silver in the 84, but looking at the operations already 
carried out the chances are very much against it.

These statements, I say, are facts; and I would ask any miner if the 
conclusion to be drawn from them is not the probability, almost amounting to a certainty, 
that the rich run of ore ground will be found in the 60, as it has been in the 50?

and it may be daily expected to be found, provided, of course, that they are driving on 
the same part of the lode that No. 2 winze has been sunk on.

lise the prices hitherto obtained. A lode of chrome ore, the raw material, was nearly of 
the same value as h fore, while bi-ch of potash, the manufactured article, had 
been reduced in value from 1s. 2d. to 844d. The object was to shut out small manufac- 
turers, but he had reason to suppose that object would not be accomplished, He might, 
perhaps, be permitted to state that the carpet manufacturers in Kidderminster were very 
anxious to obtain a regular supply of bi-chromate of potash, as it imparted a much more 
permanent black than that obtained by sulphuret of iron; but being unable to get a re- 
gular supply of the former, they were compelled to use the latter, arising from the illi- 
beral monopoly to which he had already referred. As regarded the transit of the com- 
pany’s ore, he might state that their indefatigable agents at Nelson (Messrs, Morrison 
and Sclanders) had been inviting the whole neighbourhood to take up freights at ballast 
rates, and he believed there would be no difficulty in bringing the ore to this country at 
such freights as would leave a large margin of profit to the shareholders. The newly- 
discovered deposit of chrome referred to in the report, and which was opened upon during 
the construction of the railway, had increased from 6 ft, at the surface to a width of 
12 ft. at a small depth, but its extent had not yet been ascertained. So far, however, as 
the explorations had gone, the deposit had not diminished in width nor decreased in rich- 
ness. One of the most important features in connection with this new reef of chrome 
was its contiguity to the railroad; so that while the ore could be raised cheaply, it could” 
be at once put into the trucks for transmission to the portof shipment. Instructions had 
been sent to the colony to denominate each reef of chrome, so that they would be able 
to ascertain which was preferred by the manufacturers to whom it would be sold. As 
regarded the explorations for copper, they had been prosecuted without any expense to 
the company, having been undertaken by a person at his own cost, upon the condition 
that he was to have whatever it produced, provided the property was left in a miner- 
like condition. The copper had not yet been tested, but 50 tons were about to be sent 
to Swansea, the result of the sale of which would show whether the company could 
or could not profitably develope its copper lode. He now came to the financial position 
of the pany. Shareholders would, no doubt, recollect that they had empowered the 
directors to raise additional capital, tothe extent of 10,000/., but they did not raise that 
amount. It was now requisite to have a little more eapital, to enable the board to meet 
the drafts, and not be compelled to dispose of their stock of crome at less than its actual 
value. He concluded by moving the adoption of the report and accounts. 

A SHAREHOLDER referred to the important results which were likely to arise from the 
researches of their worthy Chairman, in connection with the chrome ore. 

Mr. VANCE submitted that the fid of the sharehol in this undertaking could 
not but be materially increased when they knew the very handsome and liberal manner 
in which the directors had come forward and subscribed so many thousand pounds to- 
wards bringing about the desired result. He could not help thinking, however, that 
they had not raised the additional capital in the most prudent manner. Had shares 
been issued instead of debenturers, it was his opinion that every one of them would 
have been taken up. Although the railway had cost considerably more than was ori- 
ginally contemplated, he was not altogether surprised, for he never yet knew a railway 
that did not cost considerably more than anticipated. 

Mr. CLurrersuck, who bad just returned from Nelson, stated that he arrived at Nelson 
about two years since. Upon Aug. 20 he met Mr. Doyne, and on the following day he 
commenced surveying for the railway. ©n March 1, 1861, the first spade was put into 
the ground ; on February 1, 1862, the railway was completed, and the first quantity of 
chrome brought down to the port ofshipment. As regarded the chrome, that had turned 
out to be very rich, and the quality from the newly-discovered reefs far surpassed that 
from the reefs formerly opened by Mr. Hackett, the late manager of the company. As 
regarded the cost of the railway, he begged to say that the railway itself had not cost 
more than Mr. Doyne estimated, the extra expenditure having been caused by thecharges 
referred to by the Chairman, the erection of houses, stables, and other things not in any 
way connected with the railway itself. It was now in fair working order, and its safety 
had been tested by some months’ experience of the heaviest falls of rain —indeed, he fully 
believed that the company’s engineer had thoroughly provided against all contingencies. 
As regarded the copper lode, that had so far turned out very well. Some of the ore 
raised from the surface had been proved to contain 10 per cent. of copper, and, of course, 
the inference was that it would improve as the depth was extended. 

The motion for the adoption of the report and accounts having been duly seconded, it 
was put and carried unanimously ; it being agreed that the special resolution with re- 
gard to raising additional capital should be next considered, 

Mr, Corvey said that the object of this special resolution was not owing to any dif- 
ficulty of selling at remunerative prices the ore which had already reached this country, 
but the board thought if they tried to effect sales in order to meet the drafts, advantage 
might be taken, and a lower price realised. 

The CHarrMaN said if the shareholders would subscribe pro rata for the additional 
capital it would be in the proportion of one to every fifteen of their present interest. 

A resolution was unanimously passed authorising the board to raise additional capital 
to any amount not exceeding 5000/., either by the issue of new shares or upon debentures.

PORT PHILLIP AND COLONIAL GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


An extraordinary general meeting of proprietors was held at the London Tavern, on 
Monday, Mr. J. D. Powxes in the chair. 


Mr. C. H. Frecper (the secretary) having read the notice convening the meeting, 

The CHAIRMAN said the present was an extraordinary meeting, the principal object of 
which was to make a distribution of profit on accoant of the earnings of the past half- 
year. Proprietors would have seen by the summary of the company’s proceedings that 
had been forwarded that the result of theoperations, in point of profit, had not been very 
satisfactory. They had made about 6000/., of which 40807. had been actually realised, 
the items forming additional plant amounting to 1978/. The cause of that falling off in 
the profit necessarily was attributable to a diminution in the yield of gold per ton of ore, 
but by the Jast accounts it had improved, having increased to 15 dwts. per ton. The 
falling off in the yield was attributable to the fact that the mining company with which 
they were connected had been engaged sinking their shaft to a considerably extended 
depth. But as regarded the fluctuations of profit, they would always be liable to their 
recurrence as long as they were a company. _ If it had been found by the Clunes Com- 
pany that the yield of gold per ton of ore gradually decreased as the mining explorations 
were extended in depth, some alarm might have been felt upon the question which had 
been so often raised as to whether these auriferous veins did or did not maintain their 
productiveness in depth. - When it was known that within the past half-year the yield 
had been as low as 10 dwts. 22 grs., but that it had since increased to 15 dwts. per ton, 
the question, he thought, was satisfactorily answered that increased depth did not bring 
an increased diminution. The board had received by the last mail the six-monthly 
report made by Mr. Harvey, of the Clunes Mining Company. Although the Port Phillip 
Company was not directly interested in the Clunes Company, yet as the former depended 
for its profit upon the continuance and prosperity of the latter company, it was desirable 
the exact position and prospects of the mine should be known, and with that view he 
would read the principal points in the report to which he had already referred :— 

“ Considerable anxiety has existed during the half-year on account of the falling off in 
the yield, which, occurring at a time when a large amount of money was required for 
permanent works, has very materially affected the payment of dividends, and there can 
be no doubt that the very low returns caused for a time iderable apprehension as to 
future prospects. During the last few weeks, however, a very great improvement has 
taken place,and the shareholders will be glad to hear that the yield has been from 15 to 
17 dwts. to the ton. The average for the six months being 11 dwts. 144% grs., which is 
about 19 grs. less than the previous period, making a deficiency in the returns as com- 
pared with the former six months of 27897, 8s. 94. The decrease in the quantity of quartz 
raised during the last half-year being 905 tons. 

Mrninc.—Under this head I have but little change to report as regards the general 
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pp of the mine. No new ground has been opened during the half-year, the ne- 
cessary supply of quartz having been drawn from the reserve ; and though large quan- 
tities will yet be required before the lower levels from the northern shaft can be opened, 
Ihave every reason to believe that, from the amount of ground now opened and the quartz 
in sight, there will be no difficulty in raising the usual quantity until such time as the 
lower cross-cuts are completed. 

WESTERN Reer.—In the 26 fm. level the stopes are being rapidly worked out towards 
the boundary, the reef looking very well, and averaging about 10 feet wide; there are 
two bargains in this level. In the 38, driving north, fine looking quartz, reef about 
8 feet wide; there are two winzes connecting this level with the 26.

Before concluding my report, I would direct your attention tothe following brief sum -

Shareholders would have seen by the last report that Dr. Perey (of the Government 
School of Mines) was engaged in an examination of the reduction processes now employed 
by Mr. Bland in the colony, in order to see if it were possible that any means could be 
adopted to diminish the amount of loss at present ined. Speci of the pulve- 
rised ore and tailings had also been sent to Messrs, Johnson and Matthey, the assayers, 
as well as to Professor Herapath, of Bristol, the experienced chemist; and by the last 
mail the directors had sent out the whole of their reports, as to the mode by which any 
improvement could be made in the treatment of the ores; but he (the Chairman) did 
not know that a great deal would result from it.

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MARIQUITA AND NEW GRANADA MINING COMPANY. 

The annual general meeting of shareholders was held at the London Tavern, Bishops- 
gate, on Thursday, Mr. R. A. Roura in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN, in opening the proceedings, observed that they had two meetings be- 
fore them, the first being the extraordinary general meeting, adjourned January last, and 
the second the general annual meeting. The business of the special general meeting 
would be confined to the election of a director in the room of Mr. Keogh, deceased. The 
necessary requisition for taking a ballot upon the question had been put in; and as the 
subject was fully discussed at the meeting in January, he hoped they would be able 
speedily to pass to the general annual meeting, which will be full of interest to the 
shareholders. 

Mr. CHRISTOPHER RICHARDSON asked for the names of the requisitionists, which were 
read over, and the election of Mr, Spencer Herapath having been proposed and seconded ; 
he (Mr. Richardson) said that he objected to Mr. Herapath’s election, and should oppose 
him by voting against him. 

Upon the ballot being taken the numbers were—for Mr. Herapath’s election, 54,690; 
against, 1903, 

Mr. Spencer Herapatu said he had only to thank them for the appointment, and he 
could assure them that he would use his best endeavours to fulfil the duties of the office 
in the manner he considered to be right. 

The CHAIRMAN remarked that he might tell them that the life of Mr. Herapath as a 
director would be a short one, since, as he had been elected in the room of Mr, Keogh, 
he would retire, and have to be re-elected in the course of half-an-hour. 


Mr. L. R. Jongs (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, and the report 
and accounts, of which the subjoined is an abstract, were then submitted. 

The quantity of ore raised at the Santa Ana Mine between March 31, 1861, and 
March 31, 1862, has been 1693 tons, and the quantity of fine silver produced has been 
81,044 ozs. The profit for this year has been 26567. 18*. 2d. It will, therefore, be seen 
that although the tota! quantity of ore that has been raised during the past year has been, 
from causes which will be explained, 797 tons less than the previous year, the perconiage 
of ore has been increased by nearly 14 per cent., which presents in itself a highly satis- 
factory feature. It was stated in the directors’ last report that it was no easy matter to 
foresee the termination of the political strife, but that the general opinion was that the 
war wis approaching a conclusion. It is now hoped that a general peace will speedily 
be concluded; upon which the flow of labour will return to its natural channel. The 
on'y direct injury the company has received during the revolution has been the seizure 
of $13,623 of silver on its way to Bogota on March 2 last by Gen. Canal. The Govern- 
ment of Gen. Mosquera has, however, decreed the reimbursement of our loss; and the 
directors, therefore, consider it only as temporary. 

The proceedings in the Marmato district, in which the company’s gold mines are 
situate, being in the province of Antioquia, have necessarily greatly suffered from the 
revolution, the quantity of ore stamped at the Marmato Mines between Feb. 28, 1861, 
and Jan. 24, 1862 (the last two months’ retarns to complete the year not having been 
received), has been only 16,859 tons against 19,431 tons, and has produced 2592 ozs. 
1 dwt. of fine gold against 5059 ozs. in the preceding year, and 1663 ozs. of fine silver 
against 3150 ozs. in the preceding year. The loss on the year’s working has been 
27451. 15s. 9d. 

Mr. Henry Birchall, the general superintendent, encloses the reports of Mr. E. R. 
Ridington, the agent, detailing the operations at Santa Ana,and observes that as the re- 
sources of the mine are being opened much more rapidly than we are extracting them. 
It may be confidently asserted that by the time the completion of the new shaft enables 
us to carry on extraction upon a large and moreeconomical scale, we shall have reserves 
sufficient to. justify the maintenance of the returns at a very high rate, without in any 
way injuring the future capabilities of the mine. By that time also they entertain hopes 
of having so far opened the new lode as to possess an independent source of mineral that 
may prove of great support to the establishment. He (Mr. Birchall) also encloses the 
report of Mr. W. S. Welton, the reduction officer, who reports that the quantity of ore 
amalgamated during the past year has been 559 tons, which yielded 82,627 ozs. of fine 
silver, The consumption of mercury during last month has been unusually high. The 
loss has taken place in the distilling, the joints of the retorts not having been properly 
made. Inone month 116 lbs. were lost on that account. It has been generally sup- 
posed that the loss sustained in treating silver ores by amalgamation increased ina sort 
of com ion, as the ores were richer. Under this impression, it has been 
customary to reduce the value of rich ores by mixing them with ores of poorer quality. 
During the past two months he has amalgamated mixtures of ores containing per assays 
271,236, and 239 ozs. of fine silver per ton, and finds that the loss of fine silver per cent. 
sustained in the treatment of such ores is much less than in poor ones. Ores worth 
130 to 160 ozs. fine silver per ton have always left a-residue worth from 20 to 25 ozs. 
fine silver per ton—that is, the concentrated residues remaining in the first pit from 
barrels, whilst the above rich ores only contained from 30 to 33 ozs. fine silver per ton ; 
5% tons of the same, re-roasted and amalgamated, gave 79 lbs. of amalgam, or about 
7 lbs, per barrel, being barely sufficient to cover the cost of re-treatment. The average 
cost for each ton of ore treated is $42°63. 

In conclusion, the directors congratulate the proprietors on the advance made towards 
putting the Santa Ana Mine in a dividend position; the mine has now been fully opened 
ont, and the reserves have increased upwards of 40,000/. since the last meeting. No- 
thing now remains but the completion of the new shaft, which has made satisfactory 
progress during the past year, and the supply of labour which will naturally flow back 
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on the termination of hostilites, to enable the proprietors to reap the rich harvest which 
is now ready for their hands.

The Cuarmman said that Mr. Hopkins’s report showed that the ore from the Santa 
Ana was first-class, and the cost of making it marketable as reasonable as could be desired. 
With ref to the » he might point out to them that they had put down the 
value of the Santa Ana Mines as 35,0001.; they had, however, more than two years’ 
supply, worth more than 100,000/. The shareholders would see that they had not been 
idie, and that, notwithstanding the revolution, which had prevented the shipment of 
gunpowder and stores, they had, in consequence of having a good supply at Bogata and 
at the mines, and men of more than ordinary intelligence, been enabled to more than 
double their reserves during the year.

8 fms. more to drive at the 82, south-west, to get under where we met with the ore at the 
70; the lode is 4 ft. wide, composed of killas, white prian, and fine mundic ; the ground in 
the end Is good, set at 50s. The men are now cutting in the lode at the 70, south of shaft, 
we have cutin about 6ft.; the lode is rather hard and sparry, composed of porphyry and 
yellow ore, and at times spots of gossan; it is a large dredgy lode as faras seen. The lode in 
the winze, sinking below the 46, is large, but without alteration. The water is on the 
increase. Engine and pumps are working well. I have putin the large wooden cistern 
at the engine, which will contain about 500 gals. of water; this is a great improvement, 
for if at any time the plungers should go wrong we have the cistern to fall back upon, 
We have had heavy rains for the last three weeks, which have much retarded the sink- 
ing.” And again, on June 21, he farther writes—“ The late excessive rain has much 
increased the water In the shaft, and has prevented sinking for the last fortnight. Three 
Englishmen and six natives have been pat to drive the 94 south, where the lode is 3 ft. 
wide, composed of ore, porphyry, and flookan, but not enough of the former to value. We 
have about 3 or 4 fms. more to drive in this end to get under where we had the ore at 
the 82, The lode in the 82 south-west is about 4 ft. wide, consisting of mundic, killas, 
with carbonate of lime, and at time spots of ore; the ground is good, and we hope soon 
to get under where we met with the ore we had inthe 70. We have cut the wall of 
the lode at the 70; it is 6 feet wide, composed of ore and porphyry; this is stoping 
ground, Weare now driving by the side of this on the north part, which is about 2 ft. 
wide, consisting of prian, killas, and veins of ore; we shall drive on a few fathoms, and 
then take down thesouth part; this end is letting out a large stream of water. The late 
heavy rains have increased the water in the winze, so that the men have only been able 
to work for two days during the month on the lode at the bottom of the winze; this 
lode is 5 ft. wide, and of a very kindly appearance. I have put the men to drive the 46 
end south until the water decreases, and enables us to resume the sinking; the lode in 
this end is 5 feet wide, composed of gosean, prian, and oxide of fron, and letting out a 
Jarge quantity of water. A few fathoms more driving at the 94 and 82 will enable us 
to seo what these points are, The water is decreasing, and in a day or two I hope to 
resume sinking.” 

The present appliances for dressing the ore have proved so imperfect that it is con- 
templated to erect the crusher, which has been on the mine for some time past ; in order 
to effect this, and carry out some other alterations in the machinery, and meet the fu- 
ture current expenses of the mine, the directors have deemed it necessary to call up the 
remaining 2s. 64. per share, payable on Oct. 1. The cash in hand at date is 17537. 15s. 5d. 

The Cuarnman sald the half-yearly meetings were called merely to act in} 
with the deed, the company’s financial position being presented at the annual meetings, 
which were held about January. Upon the present occasion he had nothing to submit 
further than a statement showing the result of his own impression gained by a recent 
visit to the mines. When he first arrived at the mines the rains were so heavy that 
the shaft was full of water, and he was unable to go underground. But upon his second 
visit he descended to the bottom of the mine, and in general terms he must say, from 
what he saw, that his hopes were very much increased—indeed, so favourable an opinion 
had he formed that he was unwilling to express it for fear others might be actuated by 
it. As he was not a professional man he should not like to raise the hopes of the share- 
holders by an unprofessional opinion. He might say, however, that in several of the 
levels he saw a great deal of ore, which could not then be removed until certain explo- 
rations had been completed, which, it was expetced, would be accomplished by the end 
of the present, or the middle of the next,{month. They were now driving the 82 and 
94 fm. levels to test the value of the lodes at that depth, and Mr. Tregoning had very 
sanguine anticipations that they should have a very good lode at those deeper points of 
operation.

He appréhended it would be a liability of the exe- 
cutive, bat there need be no apprehension of that kind, 

Mr. Brown enquired if the directors would lay any statement before the proprietors 
to show how far the present call was likely to carry them forward to the realisation of 
the desired object ?—The CHarrRMAN could not say there would be any such statement 
submitted before the general meeting, to be held in January next. The directors, in 
their judgment, made the present call under the impression that it will be for the benefit 
of the company. 

Mr. TREGONING, in answer to questions,stated that the shaft had been sunk 7 fathoms 
below the 94 fm. level, and according to the present angle of the lode at 118 fms. from 
surface the junction of the lodes would be reached, which in all mining operations was 
a point of considerable interest. He might, perhaps, be permitted to state that when 
he was first deputed by this company to inspect its property, he went to Jamaica with 
a strong prejudice against its mines. But, notwithstanding those preconceived opinions, 
he came home feeling that he was perfectly justified in recommending the development 
of the Stamford Hill Mine. Therefore, it was the more gratifying to him to find that 
from the surface to the 94 there had been found a continuous well-defined lode. In addi- 
tion to which he might allude to the fact that in the adjoining property, the Charing 
Cross Mine, there had been raised 206 tons of ore, yielding 10 to 15 per cent., while the 
average of the Cornish ore was probably about 6 to 7 percent. In consequence of the 
expense of transit from Jamaica to this country, ore of less than 8 per cent. would not, 
he thought, be worth exporting; bat Mr. Henderson, who has patented an economical 
process for the reduction of poor copper ores, had experimented upon a small quantity of 
ore brought from Stamford Hill Mine, and had successfully proved that he could reduce 
these 5 per cent. ores; but in order the more effectually to test the process, something 
like 20 tons of the ore was now on its way to this country, to be tried on a larger scale. 

A Proprietor enquired if Mr. Hend ’s process would be applicable upon the spot ? 

Mr. TreGontne replied in the affirmative, and that it could be put into operation at 
a trifling cost. The process required salt, which was easily obtained from Turk’s Island. 
The only difficulty that presented itself was the expense of scrap iron, but even that 

would not present a difficulty that, he thought, could not be met with, 

The Cuarrman, in answer to a question, stated that the reason the ore had not been 
sent home in quantities arose from the fact that up to the present time they had been 
unable to profitably prepare it for the market. If Mr. Henderson’s process should prove 
as successful upon a bulk of ore as it had proved upon a smaller quantity, there was a 
large quantity ready to be treated already upon the surface. He had himself dissuaded 
the captain from sending any of the ore home until the means were provided for pre- 
paring it for market. 




















Mr. TREGONING stated that he had great hopes of the mine proving productive at the

junction of the lodes, That was what he stated when he inspected property, and he 
still firmly adhered to that opinion, He might state that Mr. Bethell, who had also 
patented a process for the reduction of poor ores, fully believed that he could treat the 
ores in this country, and would give a price for them at the mouth of the shaft. 


A Proprietor said the general opinion in Jamaica was that there was no chance of 
the mine proving productive. 

Mr. Anta (from Jamaica): Those opinions were given by parties who knew nothing 
of the eee, nor ever set foot on the mine, and must, therefore, be taken for what they 
are worth. 

After some further discussion, the report was unanimously received and adopted, and 
a cordial vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors was passed, which terminated 
the proceedings.

Coat Minine 1x America,—Steubenville, Ohio, is pleasantly situated 
on the right bank of the river, and, like many of the villages and cities on 
the Ohio, it resembles an English town. Most of the houses are of brick, 
and arecovered with an unseemly coating of soot. The coal mine is located 
near its west end on the hill, and belongs to L. Borland and Co, Instead of working 
in the common top seam of coal by driving a horizontal tunnel into the face of the hill, 
they have sunk a vertical shaft (a pit) 240 ft. deep, exactly like an English mine. In 
sinking this shaft two other smaller seams of coal were passed, until the present one 
which is worked was reached; it is about 4 ft. thick, but its great virtue consists in 
being free from sulphur, and its coal thus possesses qualities which when coked render 
it about equal to anthracite for iron smelting. It is shiny, and somewhat harder than 
the top seam of this field, which lies about 600 ft. above it. The shaft of this mine is 
16 ft. long by 8 ft. wide, and is divided in the middle by a partition. A strong frame 
extends above the mouth of the pit, or rather it may be called two mouths. A wire- 
rope passes from the windlass of the engine over sheaves on the top of the pit frame, and 
is attached to two hoisting platforms, one of which descends one division of the pit with 
an empty coal carriage, while the other Is ascending the other division with a loaded one. 
Like two large dumb waiters, the hoisting platforms are guided in grooves in the pit 
framing, and the system of operating is simple, convenient, and very safe. When a 
loaded car is raised to the top, a few feet above the pit mouth, it is run off and tipped 
upon an inclined screen, which separates the small from the larger pieces of coal. At 
present only about 100 tons per day are mined. About 3 tons per day are mined by each 
collier, who receives 50 c. per ton for the larger coal, and 15c. for the finecoal. The 
mine is operated exactly like those in England ; the,working rooms are about 30 square 
feet in size, and pillars of coal are left to support the roof, which is smooth sandstone— 
an excellent roof for the miners. Salt water filtrates through this seam of coal, and a 
saline effloresence covers the ground around the engine-house. The mine ia ventilated 
by a fire in an up-take side shaft. The fresh air passes down the working shaft, thence 
through the miners’ room and passages, and up the draft shaft to support the fire main- 
tained in an iron creel near theshaft top. A wagor. lifts 4% ton from the mine; the hoist- 
ing and lowering are performed by a horizontal steam-engine, and a reversible hoisting 
windlass. The engine is not stopped and reversed, as by the old-fashioned English giging 
method. The large coal sells in Steubenville for $1 per ton, the small for 60c. The 
slack made at this mine is roasted in ovens, and converted into coke to be used for iron 
smelting. Twelve coking ovens, resembling large old-fashioned brick ovens for baking 
bread, are employed by this company. It is roasted for about three days. This treat- 
ment expands 100 bushels to 125, but each bushel weighs 70 lbs. when it goes in, and 
only 38 Ibs, when it is taken out of the oven. The coke made from this lower seam of 
coal is clean, hard, and of a superior quality. The coals, shales, and sandstones con- 
tained in this mine contain well-defined fossils. You can even trace the forms of an- 
tediluvian ferns in the coke as it comes from the ovens. When burning the printed leaf 
of a book, sometimes the letters appear more clearly defined, soin like manner the cok- 
ing of this coal makes the more delicate organisms of which it is formed stand out more 
sharply. Near the rolling mill in Steubenville a shaft has been sunk, and this vein of 
coal reached, in order to use it for iron smelting. A shaft had been previously attempted 
within the precincts of this mill, but in sinking it a bed of quicksand stopped the opera- 
tions. In several instances we have known of quicksand closely adjacent to river bot- 
toms stop the operations of shaft sinking. We do not know how extensive the lower 
seams of this field are, but in all likelihood they cover as great an area as the upper seam, 
for they have been found at Pittsburgh, 60 milesdistant. Its superior qualities, however, 
were unknown until recently. This region is rich in useful minerals. Limestone and 
grindstone grit are found above the upper coal seam, and potters’ clay, fire-clay, and 
salt springs are found all along the Ohio valley. This great coal field extends into and 
over the eastern side of the Appalachian chain of mountains. Its greatest breadth is 
100 miles, its longest diameter 225 miles. None of this coal comes to our eastern cities, 
excepting moderate quantities of the Cumberland variety, through Maryland. It isthe 
only coal, however, which is used in Pennsylvania, Western Virginia, in many sections 
of Ohio, Kentucky, and Indiana. Not only does the United States possess a far greater 
coal area than all the known world beside, but her coal seams are more easily worked 
than those of any other country. No correct statistics have been kept of the quantity of 
bituminous coal that is mined annually, but it cannot be less than about 3,000,000 tons, 
for 500,000 tons are consumed yearly in Pittsburgh alone.—Scientific American. 


Coal mines have been discovered recently in the neighbourhood of Co- 
piapo. The Government engineer had reported favourably cf their quality.

A shallow level to 
be driven 10 fms. above our present adit, to open our lead ground, and give us double 
facilities for taking it away, besides improve the ventilation.—3. The new tramroad to 
be continued from the western adit to the floors, by which we should do away with a 
large proportion of the horse and cart hire, thereby effecting a saving of at least 107. per 
month; the probable cost of this would be about 50/.—4.

A day or two before this next sale, Mr, Davey was again called to 
town on pressing business, and it having been ramoured that some objection was likely 
to be taken to the form of notice that had been given, on the ground that it was only good 
for the 17th, and that as no ore was bought on that day,a fresh notice ought to have 
been given, Mr. Downing attended on the 24th with Mr. John Bevan, jun., the copper 
assayer, in order that if any question was asked on the point of the validity of the 
notice he might produce the duplicate, and show that it was applicable to a sale on any 
day after the 17th. 

Upon the ticket, No. 14, being put in, the expected objection was not raised, but Capt. 
Pryor, with his usual politeness and in his ordinary conciliatory manner, enquired who 
the Neath Copper Company were? Whether Mr, Davey had any partners? How the 
ores were to be paid for? and so on; and then told Mr. Downing that he had a great 
aversion to lawyers in business transactions, and that the answers he bad received had 
not satisfied him. He then retired with two or three of the pursers present, and on 
his return sald he should not accept the ticket unless a guarantee were given. Mr. 
Downing remarked that he was not aware that there was a rule of the Ticketings that 
a Copper Company should give a guarantee. Mr. H, Willyams said he recollected when 
Mr. Lambert came {nto the market, the late Mr, Michael Williams said he would gua- 
rantee that Mr. Lambert would pay for all he bought. Mr, Downing remarked that in 
Mr. Lambert’s case no miner asked for the guarantee, and it was, in fact, never given ; 
and that other companies had been admitted, both before and since, without the question 
being in any way raised. Mr. Humphry Willyams advised Mr. Downing, under the 
circumstances, to withdraw the ticket fora week, but he, very properly, declined todo so, 
The Neath Company had complied with all the regulations of the Ticketing, and no 
sufficient reason had been given, after the offer to pay by approved banker's draft or 
cash, for nny hesitation in taking the ticket. The point as to a guarantee was & new 
one, and perfectly unexpected on his part. Capt, Pryor then read out the tickets of the 


other companies, and on his finishing No. 12, and intimating that he should not read Spanish 


No. 18, Mr. Downing said he must again ask him, as he had stated he had no doubt 
Mr. Davey would pay for all the ore he bought, to say distinctly what were his reasons 
for the refusal of the ticket, and what rule had been broken through. Capt. Pryor said 
he should not say anything more. He did not like talking to lawyers, and if Mr, 
Downing wanted to discuss the matter further he had better go across with him to Mr. 
Roberts. Nothing more was said, but Capt. Pryor did not read the ticket. Mr. Davey 
would willingly conform to all the rules of the Ticketing, but objected to the attempt to 
pat him in a worse position than the other copper companies ; and that as Sweetiand 
and Company, Newton, Keates, and Company, the Copper Miners’ Company, Mason and 
Elkington, and F, Bankart, to say nothing of the older companies, were never asked for 
& guarantee, and the statement of Mr. Michael Williams with reference to Mr. Lambert 
‘was purely gratuitous on his part, and was never in any way acted upon, it is injurious 
to the mining interest to make a new regulation to the effect that although a com- 
pany is prepared to pay for all they buy by approved banker's bill or cash, their offer 
shall be refused on the pretence that a guarantee, the nature of which has not been ex- 
plained, must be given before they are allowed to bid. 

At the Camborne Ticketing, on Thursday, Mr. Horton Davey, who had returned 

London to attend the Ticketing, in consequence of what occurred on July 24, was 
supported by his uncle, Mr. Richard Davey, M.P. for West{Cornwall. Mr, Downing was 
also present. The chair was taken by Capt. John Richards, as representing Clifford 
Amalgamated Mines, and on the Neath Copper Company’s ticket being presented, Capt. 
Richards said that after what had passed at the last Ticketing, he thought right to say 
that for the Clifford Amalgamated Mines he had not the slightest hesitation to take the 
ticket. This observation was received with much applause. Mr. Teague said that, re- 
presenting Tincroft, he came prepared to receive the ticket for that mine, even if the 
Chairman (although he did not think for a moment he would do so) had refused to re- 
ceive it for Clifford. Mr. Dennis, for East Pool, and as a large adventurer in other 
mines, said he came prepared to adopt the same course, and wanted to know how any 
difficulty could possibly have arisen. This observation was cheered, and several pur- 
sers cried out, “ We are all agreed to take the ticket ;” whereupon Capt. Charles Thomas 
said that on behalf of West Seton, Stray Park, and Dolcoath, he had been instructed to 
say that he thought no exception ought to be made in this case, but that the usual gua- 
rantee ought to be given by the Neath Copper Company, wh pon Mr. Richard Davey 
immediately rose and sald, “I wish to ask Capt. Thomas what he means by the usual 
guarantee? On behalf of my nephew, I beg to say that he has complied with all the 
rules imposed on new companies on entering the copper market; if not, I am quite 
ready to guarantee that he shall do so, but I will not permit him to be put in a worse 
position than other companies. If Captain Thomas can show me that there is any rule 
that companies coming into the market should give a guarantee of any kind, I will give 
a like guarantee.” Capt. Charles Thomas said he had been informed that it was usual 
to deposit a sum of money in a bank, but that he knew nothing about the matter of his 
own knowledge. and must appeal to the Chairman. 

Capt. Richards said that he had never heard of such a guarantee, Mr. Reginald 
Grylls stated, on behalf of Condurrow, that the Neath Company’s ticket will, of course, 
be taken, and, having made that observation, he would call on Capt. Thomas to take the 
Ticketing Paper in his hand, and tell him who became guarantee for No. 12, who for 
No. 11, who for No, 10, and so on throughout the entire list? Take the instance of the 
last admitted company (as the facts with to its admission ought to be fresh in 
the memory of the parties present),—what guarantee did Sweetiand, Tuttle, and Co. 
give? (There was no answer.) Then take the next—Newton, Keates, and Co.—what 
guarantee did they give? Mr. John Haye had attended the Ticketings for 28 years, and 
had never heard of any guarantee being given. Ali the pursers but Capt. C. Thomas hav- 
ing agreed to aceept the Neath Company’s ticket, Capt. Charles Thomas said that he 
understood 30 years ago, when the late Mr. Michael Williams came into the market, he 
was obliged to give a guarantee. Mr.R. Davey replied that he thought he could contra- 
dict that, and, in any event, 30 years back was a long way to go for a precedent; where 
upon Capt, Thomas very properly said that he should not struggle further against the opi- 
nion of the room, bot should for this sale take the Neath Company’s ticket without fur- 
ther observation. This announcement seemed to give great satisfaction, and no further 
objection of any kind was made to the ticket No. 13. It is to be hoped that this sub- 
ject, which undoubtedly reflects much discredit upon those who raised the question, will 
be heard no more of, and that the increased competition which will be caused by No. 13 
coming into the market will be beneficial generally to the mining interest.

Treatinc Prrites FoR THE Manuracture or Iron.—According to 
the invention of Mr. E. Cajot, of St. Servais, Belgium, it is proposed to 
mix the residue of pyrites obtained with other matters adapted to their 
proper fusion, and the mixture he employs consists of argillaceous earths, 
pulverised limestone, or chalk in certain proportions ; these three matters conjointly or 
separately, according to their ascertained qualities, being found favourable to the fusion 
of pyritous residium. Any or all of the matters referred to being mixed with pyritous 
residiam, which has previously been reduced to powder,a paste is formed, which is 
moulded as required in the form of bricks or other suitable form. The paste thus pre- 
pared may be operated with when dry, as when operating with iron ore for the manu- 
facture of iron; such paste will then contain no more sulphur than the ordinary ores, 
and its fusion will be effected with so much more facility in proportion as the particles 
of the pyrites have been intimately combined with the matters above referred to. The 
proportions may be varied iderably, depending upon the quantity of foreign matter 
the residue may contain. The intimate mixture of the matters is obtained by the aid 
of water. The bricks or other moulded forms obtained may be baked in kilns or other- 
wise to bring them to a compact mass. When it is found that the residues of pyrites 
still contain a considerable quantity of sulphur,such may be collected by submitting the 
composite paste to heat in a close furnace, and condensing the fumes. 


Manvuracture or Iron anp Steet.—Mr. Robert Mushet, of Coleford, 
has provisionally specified an invention, the principal feature in which consists in adding 
titantic pig metal to ordinary pig-iron, cast-iron, or refined iron, or any mixtures of 
these, and puddling the said titantic pig metal with the said ordinary pig, cast, or refined 
iron or mixtures of the said irons, in a puddling furnace, in order thereby to improve the 
quality of the malleable iron, bar-iron, or puddled steel obtained by puddling the said 
ordinary pig-iron, cast-iron, or refined iron or mixtures of these irons in the said pud- 
dling-furnace, The puddling-furnaces employed are such as are made use of in the manu- 
facture of puddied bar-iron and puddled steel by manufacturers of puddled iron and pud- 
dled steel. The ordinary pig-iron, cast-iron, and refined iron to which Mr. Mushet 
alludes are to be considered as the pig-iron, cast-iron, or refined iron of commerce, 


MAnoracTure oF Irnon—Pouppiine py Macuinery.—Messrs. Tooth 
and Yates have patented some slight modifications of their invention for puddling by 
agitating iron in a revolving cylinder. The invention will be femiliar to our readers, 
from the discussion in the Mining Journal relative to the validity of the patent. 








Great Turnstile, London, proposes to employ the metal alaminium or its alloys as a 
material for the construction of all such parts of mathematical instruments as it may be 
suited for. An improvement in the construction of sector or knee-joints, in this case ren- 
dered necessary by the softness of aluminium, is to make the centre plate of thin steel 
fixed to what is technically called the head-side of the joint, and to have a steel washer 
loose between each of the other parts of the joints, where the two surfaces of aluminium 
would otherwise come in contact, This improvement is claimed if applied to other metals.

THE INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION-—1862. 


The Messrs. Jounson, Matruey, and Co., of Hatton-garden, London, 
make one of the most interesting contributions that is to be found in the 
International Exhibition, as connected with the metallurgical department. 
Their collection is in Class I. (No. 171), near the entrance to the eastern 
annexe. It consists of an extensive display of precious metals in many 
forms of manufacture, The examples in platinum, iridium, palladium, 
gold, and silver, are amongst the most noticeable. Platinum is, perhaps, 
one of those metals in ordinary use of which the general public know less 
than of others, and yet its uses are so great, its capabilities so many, that 
we believe a more intimate knowledge of it is all that prevents its being 
adopted for many other uses than at present is made of it. Johnson, 
Matthey, and Co. have published descriptive catalogues of all the articles 
in their case, which is of material assistance to visitors, as from it they 
may obtain much valuable information which they would otherwise be de- 
ficient of. In a former Journal we adverted to the great utility and con- 
venience of such catalogues, and if exhibitors had followed our advice more 
fully, we feel convinced that they would have placed it in the power of the 
public to better appreciate their various exhibits, and would also have 
reaped much greater advantages themselves, for we are assured that many 
things of public interest are passed over with comparative indifference, in 
consequence of the want of sufficient explanation. The ingot of pure pla- 
tinum is, perhaps, one of the most striking objects exhibited by Messrs. 
Johnson, Matthey, and Co. It weighs 3200 ozs., or, in other words, 
266} lbs. troy; its value is 3840/., and some idea of the remarkable density 
of the metal may be formed from the fact that this ingot, which only the 
strongest of men could lift, is not more than 12 in. long by 8 in. wide and 
6 in. deep. No heat attainable by fuels, even when combined with the 
strongest pressure of hot-blast, is capable of making any effect upon it; 
but by the new process perfected by M. Sr. Cuaire Devixe, of Paris, 
and carried out in England by these exhibitors, it can be melted with the 
utmost facility. This process consists of the application of the combined 
heat of gases, and a very powerful pressure. Platinum is chiefly used in 
the manufacture of instruments for chemical purposes, mints, and refineries, 
also by galvanists, dentists, gansmiths, and philosophical instrament makers. 
Among the principal articles here exhibited, manufactured from platinum, 
is a boiler, said to possess many improvements over those in ordinary use 
for the purpose of rectifying sulphuric acid; it is, however, capable of 
adaptation to other purposes, and has rectified as much as 3 tons of vitriol 
of full strength, and perfectly clear, in 24 hours, from dirty, dark-coloured 
acid, 147° of strength (which is 7° under the strength to which it may be 
brought before it is run into the rectifying vessel. It will, however, in 
ordinary usage, produce 2 tons per 24 hours of rectified acid. The weight 
of precious metal in this boiler is only one-fourth to one-eighth of that 
used in those of ordinary construction, whilst its capabilities are even greater. 

A platinum alembic is also shown here; it is chiefly used for the sepa- 
ration and refining of gold and silver; value, 2507. The principal advan- 
tages of this vessel over those hitherto manufactured is its comparative 
lightness, without any diminution of its working power, durability, or 
capacity; that portion upon which the greatest heat is brought to bear is 
of more than ordinary strength and thickness, whilst the upper portion, 
which is always subject to less wear and injury, is made of corresponding 
lightness. The saving in the first outlay is, therefore, considerable, whilst 
the practical utility is fully equal to that of more expensive vessels. There 
are also some interesting examples in platinum tubes, which are soldered 
with pure platinum, and are, consequently, superior to those soldered with 
gold, inasmuch as they are of uniform metal; they can be manufactured 
any length, size, or thickness. Platinum crucibles, basins, capsules, and 
retorts are also exhibited, as well as similar utensils alloyed with iridium. 
The total value of platinum contributed by Messrs. Johnson, Matthey, and 
Co. is 49807. Iridium is the next object of interest: it is a rare and most 
valuable metal, worth about 67. 6s. per ounce, and when alloyed with 
osmium it is of great utility for the purpose of pointing gold pens. Until 
a comparatively late period, iridium was considered to be incapable of 
fasion, but it is now fused by the use of oxhydrogen, and an ingot is shown 
that weighs 27$ ozs. Palladium is another metal of still greater rarity 
than iridium, and is found in association with gold and platinum. It is 
of too costly a nature to be used to any t extent for ordinary purposes, 
but is sometimes used for philosophical instruments, and, when alloyed 
with platinum, for dentists. The examples in gold and silver are all of 
the most interesting and useful character. 





Frre-Cray Manuractrores.—Amongst the recipients of medals for 
excellence of workmanship and cheapness, we notice the name of Mr. T. 
Boucuer, of St. Ghislain, Hainault. The bricks, crucibles, and retorts 
exhibited by Mr. Boucher are of a size which has seldom before been at- 
tained in anything like perfection, yet several large retorts, some 8 feet in 
length and 2 feet diameter, are shown without a flaw, and the manufac- 
turer is in a position to supply any quantity of them, and at the same time 
to guarantee that in quality they shall be equal to those exhibited, or he 
will even undertake to forego payment until they have been examined and 
approved by the purchaser. ‘The prize medal of the International Exhi- 
bition of 1862 is, however, but an addition to Mr. Boucher’s honours, for 
he had already received a prize medal at the Great Exhibition in London 
in 1851; at the Paris Exhibition in 1855; as well as several Belgian 
medals. Messrs. Fontainemoreau and Gilbee, the patent agents of 4, 
South-street, Finsbury, are the representatives of the exhibitor in London, 
and it may fairly be anticipated that the exhibition of the products will 
cause an increased demand for the goods in question. 

Leap anp Zinc Manuractures.—Near the centre of the mineral and 
metallurgical department, in the eastern annexe, is a very fine collection, 
illustrative of the Belgian process of extracting zinc, exhibited by Messrs. 
AtrrepD Courace and Co., of Bagillt, which has been honoured by the 
Jurors with the prize medal; yet perhaps the most interesting portion of 
the display is the specimen of tinned lead water-pipe. It is well known 
that the injurious effect of lead upon water is very great; indeed, some of 
our greatest chemists have paid great attention to the subject, with a view 
to the discovery of a remedy for the evil, Not long since Dr. Crace-Cal- 
vert concluded a long and interesting series of experiments, for the sub- 
committee appointed to investigate the action of the water supplied by the 
Manchester Corporation upon lead, and the results obtained were certainly 
anything but favourable to the use of that metal. New ordinary lead 
piping, through which the water would pass rapidly without becoming de- 
teriorated, was found to impregnate it with from ‘02 to ‘04 grain per gal- 
lon, after being allowed. to stand in it a single night; similar results being 
obtained from daily experiments extending over a month. When the water 
was allowed to stand in the pipes for 24 hours it became impregnated with 
from °05 to ‘25 grain per gallon. The experiments were made upon four 
varieties of lead piping—extra-tinned, ordinary, best, or virgin, and com- 
mon. The water from the virgin was found to be more impure than that 
from either the extra-tinned or the common pipe, the ordinary lead con- 
taining far less impurity than either upon the first experiment, whilst the 
second experiment gave a different order of results—the water in the extra- 
tinned piping the purest, that in the virgin next, then the ordinary, and 
lastly the common. The report to which we allude continues further to 
state that lead is a cumulative poison, and that water containing it may 
be used for a considerable time, and the foundation be laid for great suf- 
fering and physical injury, before the symptoms become so marked as to 
justify a medical man in pronouncing the case to be one of lead poisoning, 
the discovery and adoption of pipes for domestic supply which could not 
be productive of this evil is of the Fm moment, especially to our 
densely-populated labour districts. The first step towards remedying the 
evil is a thorough conviction of its existence, and of the serious results 
which may follow trom disregarding its importance. Let the community 
at large be convinced on these points, and it is more than probable an effi- 
cient remedy would be discovered. The object of the tinned-lead piping 
exhibited by Messrs. Courage is to provide the remedy thus pointed out to 
be necessary; the pipe is manufactured under patents granted to Mr. Ben- 
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nett, and as scarcely any additional expense is incurred beyond the actual 





value of the tin used, a well lined pipe can be supplied at a cost not ex- 
ceeding 10s. per ton above that of the ordinary lead piping. The simpli- 
city of the process will be readily judged of when we state that the pipe 
comes from the mandril ready tinned, and that the sole substantial differ- 
ence consists in employing a hollow mandril through which the molten tin 
is conducted, such mandril being perforated to admit of the tin spreading 
itself upon the interior surface of the pipe. ‘The thickness of the coating 
may be regulated to the greatest nicety, and as the process is carried on 
whilst both metals are in a heated state, subsequent separation is rendered 
impossible. A company—the Flintshire Lead and Zine Company—has 
been formed for carrying out the invention, and large profits are anticipated. 

Exeorro-Maenetic Sarety Apparatus.—Near the extremity of the 
western passage of the western annexe is exhibited a very efficient railway 
brake and signal apparatus, invented by M. A. Acuarp, of Paris, and 
for the “* ingenious and original design ” of which the International Jurors 
have awarded a prize medal in one class, and honourable mention in another. It con- 
sists in employing electro-magnetism for applying the brakes, and for giving the neces- 
sary alarm signals for securing the absolute safety of the train. The great advantage 
which Mr. Achard’s contrivance appears te possess over those previously proposed may 
be attributed to the fact that the wire by which the various apparatus is caused to act 
is kept always charged with electricity, the power being acquired by breaking instead 
of making the circuit; the consequence is, that one-hundredth part of the electricity 
which wonld otherwise be required amply suffices to carry out the invention effectively 
—indeed, it is found in practice that a pile, consisting of one of Daniel’s singie coils, 
which costs but one farthing a day, and can be attended to by the stoker himself, is all 
that is required, By means of tlie “ electrical embrayage,” as the inventor terms it, the 
force developed by the rotation of the wheels is availed of, and the power of applying 
every brake instantaneously is placed in the hands of the engine-driver himself. The 
conducting-wire extends the entire length of the train, and as the slightest accident, 
such as the breaking of a coupling-chain, a wheel off the track, &., at once breaks the 
circuit, and applies the whole of the brakes, accident is Jered almost impossib| The 
* electrical embrayage ” is at once an apparatus of every-day service, which can be used 
at every instant, at every stoppage of a train, and at every station, and as a means of 
safety for any exceptional accident which cannot be foreseen. The facilities with which 
wires may be kept charged with electricity is well known, so that no doubt need be en- 
tertained as to the practicability of the proposition ; indeed, it is the ordinary practice 
in the United States to keep the telegraph wires charged, the signals being transmitted 
by breaking the circuit. It gives information to the driver if the water falls below the 
proper level, if the pressure of steam becomes too high or too low, or if any of the indi- 
cating or other apparatus connected with the engine gets out of order; and as a means 
of communication between the passengers and guard it is extremely simple, and may 
readily be applied to give notice of any cause of danger whatever, whilst the greatest 
facility is offered for the detection of the offender should any part of the arrangement be 
tampered with. 


DiurrERENTIAL Puttey-Biocks.—In the eastern annexe, close to the 
Suez railway carriage, will be found samples of Wresron’s Patent Dif- 
ferential Pulley-Blocks, to which we have already favourably referred, and 
which have now been honoured by the International Jurors with a prize 
medal for “‘ original application, practical utility, and success.” The great 
advantage which these blocks possess over any previously in use is, that the load is pre- 
vented from running down even if the chain be suddenly let go, whilst the power of the 
pulley is not in the slightest degree lessened. The inventor thus explains the action of 
his pulleys :—* The upper block has a double sheave of two different diameters, with teeth 
gearing into the endless chain, which hangs from it in two loops, in either of which is 
placed the single block, having a hook for attaching the weight to be hoisted. If the 
toothed sheaves of the upper block were of equal diameters, the weight would remain 
stationary whilst the endless chain was passing over them, owing to the same length of 
chain being drawn up on one side as was being pulled down on the other side; butas one 
sheave is larger than the other, and as both sheaves, being fastened together (or made in 
one piece) work together, the large sheave takes up more chain than the small sheave does, 
consequently the weight is raised proportionally. The purchase is about 22 to 1—that is 
to say, when 22 links of chain pass over the large sheaf, the weight is lifted the length 
of one link. ‘This ratio is, however, varied in the different sizes and powers, according 
to the weight to be lifted. Each set has two speeds, a fast one, by pulling the chain, for 
light lifts and for ranning the tackle up or down to any desired point; and another, by 
using the lever, which gives a lifting power equal to an ordinary crab and blocks com- 
bined. Lifting and lowering are effected by pulling opposite sides of the loops, either the 
slack one, or that which bears the weight; or for the heavier weights when using the 
lever the motion is reversed by turning it over to work in an opposite direction.” The 
blocks are very generally approved of, and are in use in the works of the leading en- 
gineers of the day, including Clayton, Shuttleworth, and Co.; Sharp, Stewart, and Co, ; 
Stephenson and Co. ; and others of equal standing. The pulleys are very effective in ope- 
ration and moderate in price—r dations quite sufficient in themselves to secure 
their adoption. There are few things in the Exhibition more practically useful than 
these pullies, whether for mines, ironworks, or other places, where heavy weights have 
to be moved, and the very universal satisfaction they are giving to those using them is 
aconvincing proof of their value and utility. Anautograph letter has just been received 
from Garibaldi, speaking very highly as to their utility. 

Typre-Coryine Exrecrric TereGrarn.—In connection with electrical 
science few names are better known to our readers than that of the Cava- 
liere BonELLI, and an opportunity is now afforded for witnessing in Lon- 
don a specimen of his talent. In the Italian machinery department, which 
is just beyond the refreshment courts in the western annexe, he exhibits his electric 
copying telegraph, “ for originality of construction” of which a prize medal has been 
awarded by the International Jurors, aud we do not hesitate to state that it is one of the 
most efficient machines which has been devised. Along the centre of the clerk’s table 
runs a small tram, spanned midway by the stand or bridge that carries the transmitting 
and recording combs. Upon the railway is placed a species of wagon, 1 yard long and 
5 in. wide, 3% in. high, ranning upon four brass wheels: on the surface of this wagon 
are two long rectilinear openings—the one occupying the upper half, ond destined to 
carry the message which is to be sent, the other occupying the lower half, and intended 
for the message which may be to be received. Upon the bridge are two small metal 
combs, each containing a number of insulated teeth, answering in number to, and con- 
nected with, the insulated conductors of which the line is formed. The message to be 
transmitted is composed in ordinary type, and the wagon being already in position, the 
operator places the despatch in the opening destined for it, and in the second opening he 
places a plate of metal, upon which has been laid four, five, or six strips of paper, pre- 
pared with a solution of nitrate of manganese; this done, he turns a small handle, and 
watches if the operator at the other end has dove his work; the wagon is at once freed 
from the catch, and is set in motion by a simple weight, the pace being regulated by a 
fan; the typeof which we havespoken is thus brought under the action of the despatch- 
ing comb, and runs lightly under its teeth from end to end; one half of the journey being 
made, the writing comb comes in contact with the prepared paper. If the operator at 
the other end has had a message to send, it will have been printed in clear, legible cha- 
racters, of a deep brown colour, answering with unerring fidelity to the forms over which 
the corresponding type-comb has passed; the message is forthwith stripped off, the 
wagon remounted, the type-box changed, and the process of transmission and reception 
repeated. It is found in practice that the wagon may be made to perform nearly 250 
journeys in the hour, so that an ordinary column of news may be transmitted in good 
legible printing in the same, or even less, time than is required by the systems now 
in ase. A line upon the Cavaliere Bonelli’s system will be in operation between Man- 
chester and Liverpool almost immediately. 

PREVENTION OF SteAM-Borver Exproston.—In the French machinery 
department, in the western annexe, Messrs. Heprarp and Co., of Paris, 
exhibit the new steam-generator and inexplosive boiler, invented by Messrs, 
Hediard and Joly, of Argenteuil, which has already attracted some at- 
tention in France. The chief features of the new generator are the distribution of the 
water, and the instantaneous superheating of the steam. The saturated steam after 
leaving the boiler is conducted through drying and superheating tubes, and then sup- 
plied to the engine. This system of generator has long been in use at Messrs, Hediard 
and Joly’s establishment, and about a yearsince were introduced into the finishing shops 
of the Artillery Museum of St. Thomas d’Aquin. A great number of these boilers from 
3 to 40-horse power are in use in the provinces, and the Administration of Marine has 
just introduced the principle into the Imperial Dockyard of Cherbourg, and in every in- 
stance their economy, regularity, and precision have secured for them the greatest pos- 
sible approbation. 


ENAMELLED Meratuic Tasiers.—In the hardware department, south- 
eastern court, will be found some excellent specimens of the glass ena- 
melled plates manufactured by the Patent Enamel Company, of Birming- 
ham. ‘The plates are formed of wrought-iron, glazed with the patent 
enamel, the natural colour of the metal showing a rich dark ground through the siliceous 
coating, and thus forming a deep and effective contrast to the bold block letters, which 
are of a pure white enamel. A highly important advantage attending these plates is 
the conspicuousness of the letters at night ; the highly polished surface of the letters re- 
flects sufficient light to make the inscription distinctly visible. But in the ordinary 
plates, where black letters are put on a white ground, the reverse is the case, for the 
ground then reflects light, whilst the inscription absorbs it, and is thus rendered illegible. 
The enamelled plates are, moreover, unaffected by rain or frosty weather; the enamel 
coating may, indeed, be said to be indestructible. At the same time these plates do not 
offer any temptation to the thief, because the enamel coating renders the metal uselexs for 
ordinary purposes ; hence, the marine storedealer will not buy them even if offered for 
sale, This style of placard could be most advantageously used as a substitute for direc- 
tion boards in mines and collieries, more especially as their first cost is stated scarcely 
to exceed that of an ordinary painted board. The enamelled plates are very durable— 
never oxidise or tarnish, and when once fixed will require no further attention. Indeed, 
80 many advantages do they possess that it is questioned whether these tablets could 
not be economically applied for the special rules which the Act of Parliament requires to 
be hung up at each colliery, The London agents are Messrs. Hunt, High Holborn; 




















Bristo. TRADE AND Mininc Scuoot.—The ensuing session at this 
institution was inaugurated on Monday, when Mr. H. Cossham, F.G.S., 
delivered a lecture *‘ On the Natural History of Coal,” in the Lecture-room 
of the School. Mr. L. Brough, F.G.S., Inspector of Mines, presided, and 
there was a large and respectable audience. ‘The lecturer treated his sub- 
ject with great ability, pointing out in the first place the geological forma- 
tions with which coal was usually associated, with some observations upon 
the character and mode of deposit. Secondly, the composition of coal, and 
the circumstances under which it was formed; and thirdly, the present 
position of coal and the changes to which it was subjected. The lecture 
was illustrated by a series of geological maps, and Mr. Cossham, remark- 
ing upon the universally admitted fact of the vegetable origin of coal, 
argued that the different qualities of coal was only the result of different 
accidents commercially and mechanically combined. With reference to 
the question as to how coal and shales came into their present position and 
relationship, he said he could only account for it on the principle that the 
bed of coal once formed the surface of the ground, and that the gradual 
depression or alteration of level resulted in the deposition of the intervening 
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strata. ‘The lecturer was frequently applauded, and at the conclusion of his | 


able and scientific discourse a vote of thanks was unanimously accorded. 





REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Jury 31.—The Coal and Iron Trades are much as last reported, no 
change of importance having occurred worthy of notice in their position. 
At some of the large manufactories on the Tyne a considerable number of 
men have been discharged lately, which says very little for the general 
prosperity of the trade. Dulness is still most generally complained of in 
all branches of the staple trades and products of the district. The Coke 
‘Trade has, indeed, improved a little lately, and the same may be said of 
some branches of the iron trade. But until some settlement is arrived at 
with the unfortunate American question, little general improvement can 
be expected. : f 

The Borter Exrroston at Newton-on-the-Moor recalls attention to this 
most disastrous class of colliery casualties. One or more lives are generally 
sacrificed at each of those explosions, and the damage caused to property is always con- 
siderable, and often very serious. The damageand pecuniary loss, indeed, caused by this 
class of aecidents are greater than by any other kind, with the exception only of ex- 
tensive explosions of gas underground. It, therefore, becomes the interest of the coal- 
owner most particuleriy to guard against such idents, and, if possible, discover the 
eause of their frequent occurrence, and also some remedy. During the late discussion 
‘on Steam-boiler Explosions at the Northern Mining Institute, as reported in last week’s 
Journal, Mr. Atkinson remarked that he had noticed one circumstance in connection 
with those explosions—that they often occurred after the engine had been for some time 
at rest; and he also remarked that in many cases there was undoubted evidence of a 
sufficiency of water. It would appear that we have here two very important points,and 
if they really do point to the cause of those explosions too much attention cannot be 
given to them. It is notorious that many different modes of feeding boilers are in use, 
and it can scarcely be expected that the whole of them can be perfectly sound or safe. 
In many cases, even where four or five boilers are in use, only one boiler is fed with 
fresh water at one time, thus causing a considerable interval of time to elapse between 
the times of feeding each boiler. ‘This method appears to be open to very grave objec- 
tions. A very superior method appears to be that adopted in some cases, where all the 
Doilers are fed at one time. The feed-pipes are so arranged as to admit of this being 
done, and the pipes are provided with valves so as entirely to prevent all priming. 
Practical men generally depend on the principle that if the boilers are in good repair, 
and supplied with a sufficiency of water, they are quite safe; but we have the tes- 
timony of Mr. Atkinson that boilers often explode which contain a sufficient quantity 
of water ; and practical men, also, have often remarked that something existed in con- 
nection with steam-bollers explosions they were unable to comprehend, It can scarcely be 
expected that they should be able, or even willing, to enter into any intricate scientific 
reasons for such occurrences, It is, however, quite possible that many explosions may 
be due to some change in the condition of the water that Is used in steam-boilers, 
An important communication on this subject has been published in some of the New- 
castle papers lately, which appears to point to this conclusion—we allude to the letter 
ef Mr. Glover, of Carville Chemical Works. He says that from. the evidence taken at 
the inquest at Newton-on-the-Moor, it appears that at least three hours had elapsed 
previous to the admission of fresh water to the exploded boiler, and that the fire was kept 
up in the interval, thus expelling the air from the water In the boiler, and so preparing 
an explosive compound, which only required a slight increase of temperature, or the ad- 
mission of a littie fresh water containing its usual quantity of air, to fire it, or cause it 
to assume the gaseous form. Mr. Glover founds this upon a series of experiments made 
by Prof. Donny, of Ghent, who came to the following conclusions—viz., that if water 
deprived of air be exposed to so considerable an increase of temperature as to overcome 
the force of the cohesion of the molecules, the production of vapour ts so instantaneous 
and so considerable as to cause an explosion. Mr. Glover also gives many useful rules 
for the management of steam-boilers, but they are, perhaps, too lengthy for insertion 
here, If those conclusions really rest on a sound basis they very clearly show the im- 
portance of feeding boilers in the continuous manner mentioned above, and the increased 
safety gained thereby; and they also show the danger attending the system of feeding 
at intervals, noticed above, and it may likewise be noticed that the latter system 
involves a great deal more trouble and attention on the part of the men in charge, 
#o that in every respect the safest method appears to be the best. But we would also 
suggest that the matter might easily be tested by actual experiment by such a body as 
the Coal Trade. A small boiler might be used for the purpose, and experiments actually 
made so as to prove whether a boiler can be exploded by the means pointed out—that is, 
by depriving the water in such boiler of air by slowly boiling it, and by suddenly in- 
jecting fresh water, &c. The result of such experiments would in every way be impor- 
tant, and might lead to very great benefit—at any rate, the rules given by Mr. Glover 
appear to deserve the ettention by all din the t of steam-boilers. 


After considerable delay, the Marchioness of Londonderry has decided 
to start her new blast-furnaces at Seaham Harbour in the course of August; 
supplies of iron ore are being sent in equal proportions from the Hutton 
Mines, on the Stockton and Darlington, and from the Rosedale Mines, on 
the North-Eastern Railway. 

The pedestal of the Stephenson monument at Newcastle has now been 
reared to nearly its height : one block of stone is wanting, that on which 
the bronze statue of the great engineer will stand, and this will soon be 
lifted to its place. We may, therefore, expect that the monument will ere 
long be complete. 

he Wansbeck Railway has been opened for passengers and goods 
traffic, which will no doubt be a great boon to the inhabitants of the dis- 
trict west from Morpeth, as well as a great benefit to the trading commu- 
nity of that town. 

The Shotley Bridge Ironworks has been placed in the hands of inspec- 
tors, the late firm of J. B. Richardson and Co., having got into difficuities. The liabili- 
ties of the firm are 62,000/., and the assets 8000/.; but from the latter sum 2000/, must 
be taken for preferential creditors, which only leaves about 2s. in the pound for the general 
creditors. From the statement of Mr. Gillespie, the accountant, it appears that 32,0007. 
had been lost in menufacturing iron, and 22,000/, in bad debts, or expended in discounts 
and improving the works. Messrs, Backhouse and Co., the bankers of the late firm, 
are the heaviest creditors, The works will be carried on under inspection for twelve 


months, and it is hoped the inspectors will be able to work them to advantage. About 
30,0007, per annum has been paid by them in wages. 














REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Juty 31,—The aspect of matters throughout the district gives some 
hope that more prosperous times are shortly to be seen. The steady ad- 
vance in the price of house coal on the London Market, although it has 
not yet affected South Wales, must eventually have a tendency to impart 
increased activity through the coal market generally. House coal, f.o.b., 
now sells at from 9s. to 9s. 6d., and steam from 7s. to 8s, ‘These are low 
prices, but if an advance of 346. or 6d. per ton took place,a vast amount of activity 
‘would be at onee seen, and the colliery districts would present quite a‘different aspect 
to what is the case at the present time. =xplorations in search of new winnings are 
continued with unabated exertion. The Messrs, Hunt have struck the Aberdare 4-feet 
vein at the Dinas Pit, Rhondda Valley. Sinking has been going on for the last nine 
months, and the shaft is 360 yards deep. The Maesmawr vein, 4 feet 6 inches thick, has 
also been proved at Costella, the property of Mr. E. Lloyd. Messrs. Coffinand Co. have 
also struck a valuable vein of steam coal at Dinas, 6 feet in thickness. All these suc- 
cesses have given quite an impetus to everything in the Rhondda Valley, which pro- 
mises soon to be a formidable rival to its adjoining neighbour, the Aberdare Valley. 
As regards the iron trade, the appearances on all sides denote that the fronmasters have 
increased confidence as regards the future. As already announced, an additional fur- 
nace has been put in blast by the Ebbw Vale Company, at Abersychan, and active pre- 
parations are being made for lighting two more. Another furnaca will be shortly lit at 
Ebbw Vale as well. The Tredegar works are going as usual, every branch being fairly 
employed. Nant-y-Glo and Beaufort continue to proceed steadily, and the same may 
be said of the Aberdare and Merthyr works. Judging from the surrounding circum- 
stances affecting the iron trade, it is gratifying to note that things look better than has 
been the case for some time. It was at first anticipated and feared that the prohibition 
tariff, which the Northern States are about to adopt, would seriously interfere with 
the iron trade, but it is quite clear now that such will not be the result. The iron- 
masters have wisely ceased to have much dependence on America, and they have been 
looking out for fresh markets. These have been found to a considerable extent, and the 
consequence is that the proposed new American Tariff has been almost unheeded. The 
ironmasters have adopted the right policy in this matter, and it is to be wished that 
they will still seek for fresh markets, in order that our dependence on America may be 
done away with as far as possible. 

The state of the Tin Trade remains about the same. The works of Messrs. Banks 
and Co., Pontymister, are working full time, and the same may be said of Caerleon and 
Abercarn. It is reported that the lease’of the Caerleon works has not many years torun, 
and there seems to be some doubt whether the Messrs, Fothergill, the present proprie- 
tors, will be disposed to seek a renewal. It is pretty certain, however, that if the 
Messrs. Fothergill will relinquish the works at the termination of the lease, other par- 
ties will be found ready to go on with it. . 

At the Bridgend Petty Sessions, on Saturday, Evan Williams was charged with smok- 
ing in the Bryndu Pit, thereby violating the special rules of the colliery. Mr. William 
Lewis preferred the charge, to which the defendant pleaded guilty. The magistrates 
remarked that the offence might lead to such serious results that they would not be 
justified in passing it over lightly. Defendant was committed for one month. 

Several bankruptcy cases connected with this mining district have come before the 
Bristol Court during the last few days. On Friday the first meeting of creditors re 
T. and D. Price, Abertillery and Newport, coal proprietors, was held. A proof for 
56,0002. less 20,0007. offered to be relinquished as the value of certain securities, was 
tendered by Mr. Abbott, on behalf of Messrs. Bailey, Gratrex, and Co , bankers. Mr. 
Richard objected to the proof being admitted, without first having a certified valuation 
of the securities. After some discussion it was agreed to adjourn the first meeting until 
Aug, 8. A sitting was held to make a call on the shareholders in the Cardiff Preserved 
Coal Company (Limited), but an adjournment was taken by arrangement. On Tuesday 
the adjourned last examination and order of discharge sitting was appointed to take 
place in re Thomas Thomas, Mynyddysiwyn, colliery proprietor. Mr. Abbot, who ap- 
peared for the assignees, produced a medical certificate, stating that the bankrupt was 
unable to leave his house through illness, and the sitting was, therefore, adjourned. 

Several accidents have occurred during the week. On Monday a collier, named Rees 
Phillips, met with a fatal accident at the Colliers’ Row Coal Pit, Merthyr, under the 
following singuiar circumstances. It appears that he was proceeding through the 
windway, which at a certain point decreases in sectional area, and he acidentally struck 
his shoulder against the top which caused a large’ fall. Deceased was crushed under 
the fall, and he died almost i diately.—On Monday night, about twelve o'clock, a 
terrible explosion took place at the Lianelly Copper Works, which caused a great con- 
sternation in the town, It appears that one of the furnaces in the works, which con- 
tained a large quantity of liquid metal, exploded, and the side of the furnace, as well as 
& portion of the roof of the smelting-house, were blown to pieces. Some idea of the 
force of the expicsion may be gathered from the fuct that the lander, weighing 6 cwts., 
was blown into the air, and in its descent alighted on the roof of the furnace. The 
whole of the metal was thrown into the tapping pit, a reservoir of cold water, which 
caused a shower of boiling water and metal to spread over the whole of that part of the 





building. One of the men fortunately saw the fissure in the furnance in time to give 
an alarm, and, through this, all the men escaped. 





JuLy 31.—Trade is quiet in both iron-producing districts, and there is 
nothing new to say. The works are fairly employed on orders given out at 
the end of last or the beginning of this quarter, but the recent orders coming 
in are of less amount than is desirable. There can, however, be no doubt 
that stocks of iron are everywhere low, that the ordinary demand is a good 
deal restrained by the general want of confidence which prevalls, and that 
a settlement of the American question, or a confident belief in the supply 
of cotton from other quarters, would very speedily be followed by a large 
demand for iron. Considering how serious is the loss of so much of the 
American trade, and also how great is the increase in the supply of iron 
from the Cleveland district, it is certainly satisfactory that the Stafford- 
shire ironmasters feel the depression to so limited an extent. The Hard- 
ware Trades at Birmingham, Wolverhampton, and Staffordshire, gene- 
rally continue very quiet, almost the only exception being the tin-plate 
workers, ‘The Coal Trade in South Staffordshire, considering the season, 
is tolerably good. 


The Staffordshire Assizes have been, as usual, largely occupied with the 
consideration of claims by owners of house property for damages arising from the ex- 
traction of minerals under or adjacent to their property. It is needless to allude par- 
ticularly to these cases, but they suggest one or two ideas, which though they have 
often been urged require to be repeated, as, although they are unquestionably true, 
they do not find any practical expression in efforts for the reform of legal procedure in 
such cases. It is, unquestionably, a real hardship that the owner of property should 
have his buildings pulled about his ears, or those of his tenants, by another person ; 
and the first principles of justice and common sense require that the law should enable 
him, in the case of a refusal by the party causing the injury to consider his claim to 
recover a fair compensation in the easiest practicable manner. Many cases of extreme 
hardship occur, in which widows and persons depending for support on property are de- 
prived of their livelihood by these injuries, and by the cost of obtaining reparation. The 
evil does not end here. Property being held on so insecure a tenure, house-building is 
discouraged, and the population have to pat up with very wretched or very costly 
dwellings, as only a large percentage will cover the risk of building where mining exists. 

The question is, from its very nature, surrounded with difficulties, and which are 
greatly increased in a district like South Staffordshire, which is undermined in every 
direction, so that it is often a most perplexing question to determine who caused the in- 
juries to the surface. So far as these difficulties are inherent to the question, there is 
no remedy, but they are immensely increased by the mode in which such questions are 
tried. The cost of an action of this nature is enormous, and almost ruinous, and probably 
@ verdict was scarcely ever given in which the damages awarded were equal to the ex- 
pense of trying the question. Judges, counsel, and juries constantly exclaim against the 
mode of trial adopted; and yet, though such cases, after all the expense of bringing 
witnesses, paying solicitors and expensive counsel, are often referred, and the expense 
repeated, no effort is made to try them by a simple and proper tribunal. Our mining 
cases are only a marked illustration of this grave defect of our judicial system, which, 
however, answers the purpose of lawyers, whilst clients who are fleeced are too much 
disgusted to make efforts to reform it. To determine, miles away, by means of pictures 
and plans, what depends largely on observation; to do this by a jury with no special 
knowledge of the subject, and by counsel, and through lawyers who have to be consulted 
upon it, is one of the absurdest ways of getting to a result conceivable. It is, however, 
the established plan; it answers the purpose of the lawyers well, and it remains a monu- 
ment of the incapacity of Englishmen to remodel their social institutions. 

At the Wolverhampton Railway Rolling-Stock Company general meeting, on Tues- 
day, the accounts showed that the profits of the last half-year amounted to 46611, 12s. 5d., 
and the directors recommended the payment of a dividend at the rate of 9 per cent. per 
annum upon the ordinary shares, and at the rate of 6 per cent. per annnm (less income 
tax) upon the preference shares. After deducting the sums required for such dividends, 
and also for dividend on depreciation fand, the “ rest” will amount to 3626/. 14s. 1d. 
Fifty-three additional wagons have been purchased, making the total number now held 
by the company 1980. The complete prostration of trade consequent upon the American 
war has, of course, affected to some extent the profits realised, which would in ordinary 
times have been greater; but the directors consider it a matter of congratulation that 
during the half-year no loss whatever in bad debts has occurred, and that after paying 
the increased rate of dividend which was commenced last January, the reserve fund re- 
mains very considerably in excess of that amount, which the shareholders decided was 
ample at present for the purposes for which such fund was created, The depression at 
present existing in the coal and iron trade will, it is hoped, speedily pass away, and, in 
the meantime, no exertion will be wanting to promote the welfare and continued success 
of the undertaking. 








REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE. 


JuLy 31.—Notwithstanding the improbability of an early settlement of 
the American war, and the increasing distress in the manufacturing dis- 
tricts, the Iron Trade is gradually improving, owing to the extra demand 
from the Continent. The enquiry for rails and railway ironwork is im- 
proved, and there is a good trade doing in plates for shipbuilding. At 
Sheffield several of the Hardware Trades are reported to be in a more 
active state; indeed, the Steel Trade is generally ina more healthy state. The Pig Iron 
Trade is firmer, and there is a better enquiry for the Scotch ores. Now that the autumn 
and winter d i has 1 tae Coal Trade has assumed greater activity, and at 
most of our larger collieries the workmen are making more time than they have been 
doing for several months past. The prices for all descriptions of coal are very low, and 
great competition exists in the market for orders, and the rates at which they shali be 
supplied. The Derbyshire hard coals, which are in great request for locomotive purposes, 
are firm, and the demand is pretty brisk. The strike of colliers at Mr. North’s pits, at 
Cinder-hill, has happily terminated, an amicable arrangement having been made, in which 
both parties have made h bl i : 400 of the turn-outs commenced work 
on Monday morning, and it is expected that the whole will be employed during the 
week; the strike has lasted 10 weeks, The men are to work fulltime. So far as either 
party is concerned this unhappy difference might have been settled weeks ago, had it 
not been for the pertinacity of several of the leaders of the turn-outs, 

Considerable dis satisfaction is felt amongst the class of exhibitors at the International 
Exhibition who have shownsafety-cages that no medal was awarded for this species 
of invention, and Mr. J. T. Calow, whose safety-cage has received “ honeurable men- 
tion,” openly writes to the papers to express his disapprobation at the omission. 

The annual meeting of the promoters of the Derbyshire, Notts, and Leicestershire 
Mining Schools Prize Association was held on Friday, at the railway station, Derby— 
Mr. F. Wright in the chair. Mr, Blandford, the Inspector of Schools, and other gen- 
tlemen were present, and, after appropriate addresses had been given by the Chairman, 
the prizes were awarded to the successful pupils. Of the prizes awarded, the children 
educated at the Clay Cross Company’s schools received the largest proportion. We learn 
that the scheme is succeeding admirably, and that it is contemplated to add further 
branches of study to the course of education now adopted. 

A case of intimidation of colliers was heard at Ickeston Petty Sessions, on Thursday. 
It was a charge brought against several of the turn-outs for intimidating a workman 
named Widley. Mr. Elery, agent to Mr. North, said he did not wish to press the case, 
and the defendants were accordingly discharged. 

There is little enquiry for mining stock in the local share markets, owing to the gene- 
ral dulness of trade. 

The new branch line of railway which Is to connect the Midland at Rowsley with the 
Stockport and Disley line at Buxton was opened as far as Hussep on Friday. This 
branch will give great facilities to a large mining district, and we may anticipate that, 


as soon as trade revives, capitalists will see the propriety of developing the mineral 
riches of the Peak. 














FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The sale of Belgian pig is easy, but transactions are stated to be ef- 
fected on terms leaving little profit; ordinary refined pig stands at 3/. 2s. 
per ton. Iron producers, however, suffer little from the present crisis, as 
they seek to diminish their cost of fabrication by establishing their produc- 
tion on larger bases. The Chitelineau Company have just increased their 
rolling works, in order to undertake the fabrication, on a large scale, of 
special irons, such as rails, girders, and iron-plates, the latter up to a thickness of 144 in. 
M. Dumont has completed rolling works built near the new station of ChAtelineau, which 
will comprise six puddling-furnaces; and the establishment of the Gallez Company, 
which has been in activity for two months, is now delivering sheets. The rolling 
works of De Dorlodot Brothers, which manufacture rails, are about to be applied, also, 
to the production of other marketable irons: this blish t can prod upwards 
of 2500 tons of railsper month. As a general rule establishments seek to give their fa- 
brication a special character, as the be:t means of producing welland economically. The 
blast-furnaces of Couillet and Thy-le Chateau have just concluded a contract to deliver 
8000 tons of rails to the Roman Railway Company. Great complaints are made of the 
present situation of metailargical industry in France, bat it must not be inferred from 
this that all the establishments are in adespairing state; on the contrary, many works 
are in full prosperity, and will make, without boasting,a good year. Thas,in the centre 
of France metallurgical industry is doing well. In the department of the Cher there 
are 25 blast-furnaces, of which 22 are in activity, and 16 are working exclusively With 
charcoal. The condition of the group is expected to improve still further, as, from its 
advantageous position in the centre of France, and its proximity tothe collieries of Mont- 
lugon, the ironworks of Vierzon, C x hambault, and the forges and

founderies of Nevers, Guerigny, and Cosne, the Government has decided on making 
Bourges the great arsenal ofthe empire. On the other hand, there is also much activity 
in the north of France, the roliing works of the Esperance Company, and the forges and 
ironworks of the Nord generally, having a good deal work on hand. These establish- 
ments can produce iron very advantageously, since they now draw pig from Belgium 
burthened with a customs duty of only 2s. per ton, while rolled foreign irons cannot enter 
into competition on the French market without paying a duty of about 5s.

In the Moselle district the forges of Hayange have conditions of production comparable 
in all points of view to those of Belgian works. Hayange manufactures rails at the low- 
est price of any establishment in France, and it is this which makes it the most re- 
doubtable competitor met with among importers of foreign irone.

Gotp in Wates.—From some published statistics of gold mining at 
Dolgelly it appears that 6726 ozs. of gold have been obtained from the quartz rock since 
the beginning of 1861. The vaiue of the gold raised in that period and at the place 
named above is 25,0007 , obtained at a cost of 2000/., exclusive of a royalty of 1-12th, 
which goes to the Crown. At Clogau, in Wales, 142 ozs, of gold have lately been ex- 
tracted from 840 lbs. of quartz, and it is stated that gold-producing veins could be pro- 
fitably worked at different places in the Principality. A number of gentlemen con- 
nected with gold mining in different countries visited Wales last week, and reported 
very favourably of the gold-bearing prospects of the localities which they examined.

for what was about to follow, At that time the last price obtained for the ores of this 
company averaged 18s. 6d. per unit; since then a fall has occurred of from 1s. 6d. to 
2s. 6d, per unit. Up to that time the ores imported last year averaged only 155% per 
cent.; but that low p age was not idered likely to continue, 16 per cent. being 
what they were expected to reach. The directors have also been much disappointed in 
this respect, as the ores subsequently sold average only 1334. From the date of the last 
meeting to the 24th of June, 5949 tons were sold at Swansea. The loss per ton of 2s. 
per unit on a produce of 16 per cent. amounts to £1 12s. per ton of ore, and the falling 
off in produce from 16 per cent. to 1314 per cent. is equivalent to £2 10s. 10d. per ton of 
ore. These items together amount to £4 2s. 10d. per ton of ore, making upon 5949 tons, 
the quantity actually sold during the period above referred to, the sum of £24,639. On 
the first experience of this falling off in the quality of the ores, the directors immediately 
called the attention of the agents thereto, in order to ascertain as far as possible whether 
it arose from a general depreciation of the ores,or from accidental causes; and although 
a detailed report upon the subject has not yet reached this country, the directors, from 
the information they have received. have good reason to believe that accidental circum- 
stances alone have produced this unfi ble result. In the course of working new 
ground, often absolutely necessary in mining operations, the ores have turned out to be 
of a poorer quality, and not having been subjected to the process of assaying before ship- 
ment their exact percentage was not known, and before the agents were made aware of 
this depreciation several cargoes had been shipped. Assoon, however, as it was known 
in Cuba, steps were immediately taken to prevent a recurrence, and the directors have 
now much pleasure in stating that the dust ores by the three last vesseis are of a better 
quality, being of the same description as those received just previously to the falling off. 
Several works are also in progress in other portions of the company’s property, with the 
view to future discoveries. In the meantime, and to guard against a recurrence of such 
a state of things, the directors again turned their attention to the subject of reducing 
their poorer ores into a regulus, and thereby effecting a large saving in carriage and 
freight, and they have in consequence entered into an agreement with Mr. Frederick 
Fowler Bankart to superintend the erection and working of the smelting furnaces. Mr. 
Bankart, with a sufficient staff of smelters and al! the machinery and materials re- 
quired for the works, arrived in Cuba on the 2d of June, and it is expected that the 
works will be in full operation before the next half-yearly general meeting. From the 
calculations, which have been carefully made, the directors feel satisfied that this’im- 
portant measure will be attended with success. A competent assay master has also been 
added to the company’s staff, whose services will be beneficially required, not only in 
the smelting operations, but in a more careful analysis of the rough ores sent home. 

nder these circumstances, the directors have now only to lay before the shareholders 
the audited account for the year 1861, and to express their regret, from the circumstances 
before alluded to, that they are unable to accompany the same by the declaration of a 
dividend. As regards the future, the directors have reason to hope the worst is past, 
and that hereafter the ores sent to this country will be of an improved quality, which, 
combined with the advantages to be derived from the partial smelting, will place the 
company’s affairs again in a more favourable position. The only other matter affecting 
the prosperity of the 'y is the low state of the copper market, over which the di- 
reetors have no control, and only suffer equally with the owners of other copper mines, 
and the copper trade generally. 

It was then moved, seconded, and carried unanimously :— 

That the report and accounts now read be received and adopted. 

That the best thanks of the meeting be given to the Chairman and Directors, for their 
services in conducting the affairs of the company.
